While Red Cross Seals really date 
back to the Civil War when "Charity 
Stamps" were first used, the first 
campaign to sell holiday stickers for 
the tuberculosis fight was only nine 
years ago in Delaware. Miss Kmily 
Pi Bissell, of Wilmington, read an 
article by Jacob Riis describing 
stamps used for tuberculosis work in 
Norway, and she conceived the idea 
of a sirdar plan here. Single hand-

Since then the 
sale has gone forward by leaps and 
bounds, until now the Red Cross Seal 
is an institution in the United States, 
and offers to every one a chance to 
help in the people's fight against the 
people's disease. Last year over 76,- 
000,000 Seals were sold, and this year 
the American Red Cross and The 
Kational Association for the Study 
and Prevention of Tuberculosis, who 
conduct the sale, are out for a 100,- 
000,000 sale or $1,000,000 for the Tu- 
berculosis War. 

The policy on which the sale is con- 
ducted is that the money, except for 
the deduction of legitimate expenses, 
shall remain in the community where 
the Seals are sold. 



Marines Hold Santo Domingo. 

Military rule has been proclaimed 
in Santo Domingo by the United 
States navy to suppress existing po- 
litical chaos in the little republic and 
pave the way for guaranteeing future 
quiet by establishing there a sub- 
stantial Iwmclri and police protector- 
ate as the American government now 
exercises over Hati. 

Eighteen hundred American ma-
